That  the  Copy  of  the  faid  Freedom  be  pre- 
fented to  John  Dunning^  Efq-,  in  a  Gold  Box, 
of  the  Value  of  One  Hundred  Guineas  ?  The 
fame  was  refolved  in  the  AfHrmative,  and  or- 
dered accordingly.

Mr,  Chamherlain^ 

I  am  to  requefi  the  Favour  of  you,  to  reprefent 
me  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons 
oi London^  as  duly  fenfible  of  the  great,  but  I 
mufl  add,  unmerited  Honor  they  have  done  me ; 
for  furely.  Sir,  there  is  little  Merit  in  ading  on 
one's  own  Opinion,  and  I  cannot  v;ith  a  fafe 
Confcience  pretend  to  any  other. 

Convinced  as  I  am,  that  our  happy  Conilitutlon 
has  given  us  the  moft  perfecSt  Syftem  of  Govern- 
ment the  World  has  ever  feen,  and  that  it  is  there- 
fore our  common  Tnterell:  and  Duty,  to  oppofe 
every  Pradtice,  and  combat  every  Principle  that 
tends  to  impair  it;  any  other  Conduct  than  that 
which  the  City  of  London  has  been  pleafed  to 
diilinguifh  by  its  ^Approbation,  mufl,  in  my  own 
Judgment,  have  rendered  me  equally  unworthy  of 
the  Office  I  had  then  the  I^onor  to  hold  through 
his  Majefty's  Favour,  and  of  the  Truil  repofed 
in  me,  as  one  of  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  People.
